WAR DATES TO NOVEMBER 2X1. 



Tho Eliza Aiuler.son arrived from Pori 
Tiwnseod at 8 o'clock yestcrduy morning, 
hringins: Lhc following news from the States. 
T.iere is not inuth of especial interest in the 
auramary : 

VVasiiisotos, Nov. 18. — (Jen. Burnsiile lias 
i.-riucd n general onler, organizing tlie army 
into three gr ind divisions, commanded respec- 
tively by Generals Sumner, Franklin, and 
Hooker. A reserve corns will be formed, to 
be commanded by Gen. Sijrel. The heads of 
the various stuff departments other than Ad- 
jutant General, remain unchanged. 

A number ol prominent shipping merchants 
nro now here, uiging upon the Secretary of 
Wur and tho Navy the importance of imme- 
diately nod effectually sealing up Charleston 
harbor, which is at piesent the great point of 
oitrance of all contraband trade. 

Tne Macon (Ga.) Telegraph of the loth 
wishes lor peace, and says : " Wo are anxious 
for peace ; that longing fur it is never out of 
mind by man, woman, or child. The war dis- 
tresses us more than it does tho North.' 1 It. 
however, Buys nothing but ruin need be hoped, 
except thai peace is based upon Southern in- 
dependence. 

New York, Nov. 18. — A special dispatch 
from •Warrentou, says Burnsido bus submitted 
his plan of the campaign to the authorities at 
Washington. As soon as u response is te- 
ceived, the army will move. 

Advices from Now Orleans state that the 
expedition under Gen. Weizel met the enemy 
at Thibmleauville, and defeated them niter u 
briik light. Upwards of '200 of the enemy 
were lulled, and 71 wounded. The enemy 
were pursued towards Berwick Bar. 

Advices from various parts of the Southern 
const, says that neatly all the rebel suit, works 
Oi tho coast of Florida and Louisiana have 
boail destroyed by our gunboats. 

The New Orleans negro brigade is stationed 
at Algiers. The whole Texan coast is sealed 
by our blockadcrs. 

Tho Wttrreuton (Va.) correspondent of the 
Tribune, says that tho army of tho Potomac 
is again antler inarching orders. Gen. Sum- 
ner commanding two lurge corps, leaves Mon- 
day morning en route for an important point. 
As it will take two or thiee days to reach this 
p tint, it would be improper to tell where it is. 
The correspondent ridicules the idea that Juck- 
son has lullen in our rear, or Hanked Huniside'a 
army, and says Gen. Lee will require the ser- 
vices of Jackson iu front very soon, if he 1ms 
n>t already been ordered to join tho main 
body of the rebel army. 

St. Louis, Nov. 17.— It is reported that 
20,000 rebels under llindman arc near Ozark, 
aud 12.000 under Holmes in the vicinity of 
Little Rock. 

Washingnox, Nov. 18— President Lincoln 
has issued an order, enjoining upon all soldiers 
and sailors a strict observance of the Sabbath. 

Chicago, Nov. 18th. — The New Orleans 
papers of November 5th, give a full account 
of tho brilliant victory gained over the rebels 
by Gen. Weitzel, at Bayou Lnforche. From 
a gentleman present, the Picayune learns the 
following particulars : 

On Monday, November 3d, the Confede- 
rates marched to Napoleonville, to meet 
United States forces there, and select a suit- 
able position, but fell back nine miles tu a 
spot where the engagement took place. 
The Confederates numbered about 330. 
Our forces, on arriving lit Napoleonville. 
heard that the rebels bad fallen back, and 
immediately, pressed forward in pursuit, 
feeling for thorn with shell occasionally. 
Toward 1 o'clock, p. m., our forces came in 
sight of tho enemy—drawn up in position. 

The fight commenced at once; our forces 
opening with shell, while the lllh Connec- 
ticut and 8th New Hampshire were crossing 
the Bayou tinder the brisk fire of tho enemy. 
The two regiments named attacked Ihe Con- 
federates in front, and at the same time the 
75th New York marched and took position 
in ibe rear of the lllh Connecticut. While 
the enemy were attacked in front, a body of 
Federal cavalry advanced to attack them in 
flank, hut about the time they got within 
fighting distance the rebels, unable longer 
to withstand the vigorous onset made by an 
oveiwhelmning force, surrendered. The 
fight did not last mote than half an hour. 
The informant thinks il was quite warmly 
contested, both sides displaying great cou- 
ra"u. He also says that when ttto light was 
over, most of the rebels having laid down 
their aims, the captain of one of the com- 
panies of the 13th Connecticut advanced on 
Col. McPeters and demanded a surrender. 
The latter refused, and drawing a pistol 
shot the captain. 

Immediately one of the 13th Connecticut 
shot the Colonel through the head, killing 
him on the spot. So infuriated were the 
inon of that regiment at Ihe shooting of the 
Captain, that it was with the utmost diffi- 
culty that the officers' could restrain them 
from marching and killing Ihe whole rebel 
force. 

We lost 10 killed and 60 wounded. Rebel 
loss unknown. ISO prisoners were captured 
and paroled. 

A special dispatch states, that in accord- 
ance with the late order of General Halleck, 
one hundred oflicets absent without leave 
havo been stticken from tho rulls of the 
army. Nearly n thousand more are to be 
treated in like manner. 

Washington, Nov. 2 1. — Governor Yates 
of Illinois had an interview with the Presi- 
dent yesterday, and urged upon him the ne- 
cessity of standing by his recent proclama- 
tion if he hoped for Ihe speedy suppression 
of the rebellion. The President replied 
thai ho was as much detorminod in his 
course as ever. 

Cairo, Nov. 21.— The Memphis Bulletin 
of the 10th says Bragg arrived at Holly 
Springs last Saturday with 15,000 troops 
and thai ho, Pemberton and Price, were 
making every prepiatioil to give Grant 
battle. 

A repott from Richmond says there are 
noarly one hundred thousand (!) patients in 
the hospitals there. 

Umi'Ado, Nov. 20.— An expedition is beiug 
organized on a gigantic scale at Columbus, 
K v the point of rendezvous. It consists ol 
10 Indiana regiments, 12 Illinois regiments 
Hud ubout 1000 troops now in Kentucky. A 



fleet of 10 (.'Utlboats, carrying 121 guns, ac- 
companies the expedition. They start ubout 
the middle of December. 

San Francisco, Nov. 20.- -Prig. General 
Wright received an order by telegraph from 
the Secretary ol, War. yesterday, lo muster 
into service, forthwith, Copt, deed's company 
of California Hangers for active service iu the 
United Slates Army. Those who have 
signed the roll of the company will undergo 
medical examination Ir-Jay. 

New York, Nov. 19. — Correspondence of 
the Herald, from Wnrrenton, says Gen. Sum- 
ner's corps moved to the front on the loth. 
They are probably destined for Fredericks- 
burg. The other commands will move as 
rapidly us possible. 

The bridges over Potomac crei k arc being 
rebuilt, and the road beyond Warrentou June 
lidh will be abandoned." Up lo last OVCUillg 
all was quiet in front. 

Clms. A. Dana, late editor of the Tribune, 
has been appointed Assistant Secretary of 
War, in place of Wolcotl, resigned. 

On Saturday morning Gen. Bayard occu- 
pied Falmouth, opposite Fredericksburg, which 
was hastily evacuated by the rebels. 

All tho officers and men captured at Mum- 
(retlville, Ky. iu September last, numbering 
■1,000, and all the troops captured at Harper's 
Ferry have been exchanged. 

It is said that Aquia Creek has been held 
for some days past by our gunboats lying off 
there, the place having been evacuated by 
the rebels. 

Nkw YoitK, Nor. 20. — Correspondence 
from Beaufort, S. C , states that there was a 
heavy i'rost there on the nights of the 8th ami 
9 ill of November. This gives hopes of a ces- 
sation of yellow fever. 

Latest reports from Harper's Ferry stale 
that Stonewall Jackson was falling back. 

The Times' Washington despatch says that 
latest intelligence believed to be reliable stales 
that the main body ol the rebel army has suc- 
ceeded in reaching a point between our army 
ami Richmond. 

Il is reported that ihe rebel force at Fred- 
ericksburg was completely taken by surprise 
at our rapid advance and the occupation of 
Falmouth, and barely succeeded in malting 
their escape from Bayard's cavalry. 

Washington. Nov. 20.— At ihe request ol 
McDowell, a court ofiuquiry has been ordered 
to assemble tomorrow, to examine charges 
against him. 

Chicago, Nov. 20. — The New Orleans P.c 
ayiine, of Oct, 31st. says 75 refugees from 
Western Texas had arrived in that city. They 
slate that thousands of Unionists were Hocking 
to Mexico, ami that the Mexican towns ure 
filled with Union relugccs. 

Indiscriminate murder of loyal men was 
going on in sevetal counties. 

Philadelphia, Nov. 20. — Latest intelli- 
gence from the rebel army, says they have 
been marching into Richmond for several 
days. None remain except Jackson and 
Stuart. 

Washington, Nov. 21st. — We have re- 
ports from tbu army to-night. Nothing im- 
portant has transpired. 

New Yoiik, Nov. 21. — -The Times 1 dis- 
patch from Falmouth, daled Ihe 20th, says 
rebel pickets made their appearance on the 
opposite banks of Ihe river. 

A Newborn letter of the Mill says the 
recent expedition under Gun. Foster left 
Washington. Noilli Carolina, on the 3d. 5000 
strong, to maku reconnoissance in force to- 
wards Welilon, with the purpose of taking 
Williamslown and Hamilton, and destroying 
the strong and extensive rebel fortifications 
in that vicinity, anil also to interrupt the re- 
ported construction of iron-clad vessels at 
these points on Iuiaiioke river. 

The rebels 3000 strong attempted to pre- 
vent his march at Little Creek, but weic 
driven oil'. The expedition pushed on to 
Williams-town and Hamilton, which were 
found to be strongly fortified. Tho rebel 
fo;CU was succes fully Hanked, but escaped 
being bagged by a hasty relr.at. Our total 
loss, killed and S wounded. 

Chicago, Nov. 2 I. — Senator Lathan passed 
through Quincy, Illinois, on the 13th, bound 
for Washington. 

Boston, Nov. 21st.— The draw of the 
Charlestown bridge was open this mornii g 
when ihe way passenger train went through. 
The engine, lender and smoking-car were 
plunged into lhc River. Many passengeis 
escaped by jumping from the windows aud 
swimming. Four bodies have been recov- 
ered. 

Ralkigh, N. O, I ov. 17. — A gentleman 
fom Albemarle Sound says there are no 
Yankee gunboats on the Sound — they have 
gone to James river. 

San Francisco,' Nov. 22. — The Sanitary 
Committee forwarded 830,000 on the Con- 
stitution to day. 

Washington, Nov. 22. — A dispatch from 
headquarters of tho army, dated yesterday, 
says that our arlil lory opened fire upon the 
enemy while they were removing their stores 
from Fredricksburg, disabling a locomotive, 
and damaging llu track, h is not believed 
'.hey have a large force in that vicinity. 

Nkw Yoiik. Nov. 23.— A Falmouth dis 
patch to the '1'ribune says, the rebels planted 
two Rodman guns on Ilia hill back of Fierier- 
icksburgh, bin our batteries on this side soon 
silenced them. 

A dispatch from headquarters, dated 12 
last night, says Gen. Sumner demanded the 
surrender of Fredericksburg from the Mayor 
and Common Council. If refused, sixteen 
bonrs would be given for the removal of non 
combat Units from the city, at the end of which 
time Ihe city would be shelled. 

The message was conveyed to Gen. Long- 
street, whose troops are said lo be encamped 
a short distance from the city. As the de- 
mand was made on the civil authorities, the 
Mayor sent a reply which was evidently wiit 
ten at the dictation of Longstreet, to the effect 
that the Confederates would dispute the Fed- 
eral occupation of the city, lie complained 
of the short time allowed for moving the 
women and children. The giving of more 
time for ihis purpose is nrtw under considera- 
tion. Permission has been given the citizens 
to run one train from the city, but only for the 
conveyance of women and children. 

Advices from Fort Royal say the yellow 
fever had entirely disappeared. 

A Washington letter, daled Nov. 2 1 St, says 
some apprehension has been entertained for 
the forces under Sigel, but today il is believed 
that they have fallen back in good Older, and 
that they can resist any attack made on them. 

The Potomac river is now so high us lo 
render it impossible to lord it. 

Washington, Nov. 22d. — Advices from our 
Mexican Minister, by last arrival arc favora- 
ble. Congress met Oct. 20lb. Representa- 
tives from all Ihe States were present, and a 
law was passed giving tho Government extra- 
ordinary powers lo resist the invasion, making 
Juarez Director, and almost Dictator, for six 
months or the war, wilh powers such as were 
conferred on Pobludo at last session. 

Washington, Nov. 23.— Lust night was a 
busy lime at Fredericksburg in removing the 
inhabitants, Military authorities also were 
not idle, as duylijjht this morning revealed a 
line ol earthworks to the right una rear of the 
town, us the result of the night's work. Our 
artillery is now being placed in most lavora- 
ble positions, while the encampments which arc 
within rungfl of the enemy's guns, ure being 
removed farther back Irom the river. There 
are very strong reasons for not opening on the 
city to day, unless forced by tne rebels. 

Piiiladku'HIA, Nov. 23. —A Harper's Ferry 
letter says it is rumored that Jackson is still 
near Winchester with -10,000 men.

City Improvements Before the Loan. 

Though wo cannot help thinking that a 
great deal of unnecessary delay has tuken 
place in lliu movements of the City Council 
to obtain funds for the purpose of going on 
with public works in the city, yet »c ore 
glad to perceive there is some prospect of 
attaining that object at las;. The Mayor lias 
given notice of a special meeting of tho 
Council on Friday next, for the purposo of 
having a resolution passed fixing a day for 
taking the vote of the electors as to whether 
they consent lo the Council binding 
the city revenue for the next three years, 
in order to obtain a loan of the funds requir- 
ed for corpora'le purposes. The polling day 
must not be less than seven or more than 
twenty-one days after ihe second passage of 
the resolution fixing it. So that with the 
utmost dilligence on the part of Ihe Council 
more than half of this month will have 
elapsed before ihey will have the consent of 
the electors to their negotiating ihe loan. 
There is not tho slightest doubt, judging 
from the past, that the remainder of the 
month will be gone ere any money is got by 
tho Corporation. Now, if they intend de- 
laying tho commencement ol the lity im- 
provements until Ihey actually have Ihe cash 
lodged lo their credit, they will lot the por- 
tion of tho season best suited for out-door 
operations slip by. We can easily conceive 
what an inconvenience this would bo to all 
parties. Muddy and almost impassable 
streets, and men anxiously waiting for em- 
ployment, would be tho necessary result. 
But as lung as it is in tho power of the 
Council lo avoid this contingency, they 
should endeavor lodo so. And what is there 
to prevent it ? What is lo hinder tho Coun- 
cil from commencing the grading of the 
streets at onco, while they are Inking mea- 
sures to effect the loan ? They have already 
incurred some liabilities. The Ciiy Clerk, 
the City Engineer, and other officers have 
been appointed, and acted under their ap- 
pointment. Their salaries must be paid. If 
the Council have felt themselves justified in 
employing these men in anticipation of 
future funds, why can they not extend ihe 
rule 'J Mr. Hicks has given nolieo of a re- 
solution for next meeting, that certain princi- 
pal streets in tho city be graded and macad- 
amized. What reason is there that they 
should not bo commenced within ten days? 
Let the Council order ihe work to bo done 
under the City Engineer's directions. A 
sufficient number of overseers can be ap- 
pointed who can look after the hiring of the 
men, and the keeping of their time. As for 
payment, why that can be easily managed. 
All that is necessary is to pass a resolution 
authorizing the Mayor to issue scrip to I tic 
men, payable a month or two hence, when 
funds shall have been realized by loan. 
This city scrip would be quite as useful lo 
the men as cash. Shopkeepers would no 
doubt lake it at par in payment for goods 
and provisions. By this means both the 
public and the unemployed would bo bene- 
fited without wailing for the slow progress 
of obtaining funds by means of the con- 
templated loan. 

News from the States and Europe. 

Burnsido is manifesting sonic degree of 
activity. Tho advance towards Richmond 
on tho line of Ihe Acquia Creek Railroad 
seeuis to be a part of his plans. Originally 
that roulo was decided on ; but subsequently 
ihe Federal army moved to tho Yorktown 
peninsula and advanced toward Richmond, 
supported by a fleet of gunboats and trims- 
ports on James and York rivers. The last 
dispatches slate that the Federal fleet are 
now on James river. To make mutters so- 
cure, Gen. Bayard, commanding a cavalry 
brigade, has taken possession of Falmouth 
Heights, which command Fredricksburg, 
surprising the Confederates, who retreated. 
Fredricksburg is only sixty miles from Rich- 
mond, and about ihe same distance from 
Washington. A supply depot is formed a! 
Acquia Creek. The Federal army is ope- 
rating in three divisions. One under Sum- 
ner, who has advanced on Fredricksburg. 
another under. Hooker, who is watching tho 
movements of Jackson, whoso whereabouts 
is not clearly given — whether at Winchester 
with -10,000 men. or in the rear of Lee's 
army retreating towards Richmond ; and 
another division under Franklin. What tho 
latter general is about is not disclosed. Tho 
headquarters of tho army appears to bo at 
Washington. Sigel commands tho reserve. 
All accounts seem lo agree that tho main 
body of Lee's army have fallen back on 
Richmond, but whether lor winter quarters, 
or as a precaution against attacks by the way 
of James river, is not sufficiently clear. The 
Federals have a force still on tho railroad 
between Wilmington, North Carolina, and 
Richmond; which, with forces via James 
river and via Fredricksburg, seem to form 
Ihe three points of advance on ihe Confede- 
rate capital. Such is tho old plan of Mc- 
Clellan, with tho difference that the main 
body of the Federals advance by Ihe 
Acquia Greek Railroad. If Leo, liovrevoi, 
should, mass his force and throw it upon 
either point, nothing but Burnsido's general- 
ship can prevent the defeat or destruction of 
the attacked force. True, the force on James 
river might, as usual, be protected by the 
gunboats, but at Fredricksburg the matter 
is somewhat different. A larg-e body of the 
Federal forces must be still in tho neighbor- 
hood of Washington and from that westerly 
towards Harper's Ferry, as it is uncertain 
whether Jackson is at Winchester in the She- 
nandoah Valley or not. No battles have been 
fought lately in Virginia ; but if Burnsido ad- 
vances rapidly towards Richmond, he is 
not likely to go ftr without having to fight 
some desperate battles. In Columbus, Ky., 
a large expedition is forming under Ceil. Mc- 
demand, lor opening tho Mississippi. It 
numbers liO.UOO men rind tcu gunboats, carry- 
ing Hit guns. The middle of December is 
the time fixed upon for starling, but like the 
former expedition U^may bo much later. 
Evidently the desire of the Federals is lo con- 
tinue operations in central Kentucky and Ten- 
nessee With the Cumberland and Tennessee 
rivers as their base so as to be supported by 
gunboats ; and if it he true that the now ex- 
pedition be intended to open the Mississippi, 
the west will be pretty well garrisoned; but 
with what result will best be told during the 
winter campaign: 

West, ol the Mississippi, in Arkansas, the 
Confederates seem (o have a strong force— 
with what object iu view does not appear, ex- 



cept lo watch for a chance to pounce on St. 
Louis. Unionism is improving in Kentucky, 
Confederate raids are causing them to make 
the rich secessionists provide lor the losses 
sustained by the loyalists at the hands ol 
Bragg and Morgan. In Texas Gen. Hanks 
does not seem to be doing a very great deal ; 
but Gen. Herbert — probably the ex-Cnli ornia 
Congressman who shot the Irish waiter at I he 
National Capital in Washington some live or 
six years ago— is committing serious outrages 
against the Unionists. We cannot imagine 
what object the Federal Government eau have 
in waging war against Texas, except it be to 
provide an asylum for the slaves Under the 
prospective operation of the emancipation 
proclamation. The conquest o( the whole 
State would help the North but very Utile, if 
it were not for some such design. Florida lias 
already been selected as a retreat for "contra- 
bands." The two extreme Southern States 
may thus be used to drain the intervening States 
of their slaves. A battle on a small scale bus 
been lo'Jgbt in Louisiana, but it is scarcely 
worth mentioning. 

The Sacramento Union of ihe 20lh gives 
the following summary ol the latest news from 
Europe : 

The European intelligence relates to the 
pirate Alabama, the burning of a British ves- 
sel on the const of Cuba by an officer of Fur- 
ragut's fleet, the Roman question, and Ihe new 
subject of contention raised by the abdication 
of the King of Greece. The London Daily 
News demonstrates that the filling out of such 
vessels us the Alabama is a violation ol inter- 
national and statute law. The Spanish Court 
has been informed that the burning of the 
Blanche was unauthorized by the American 
Government, 'Ihe Roman question threatens 
to split the French Cabinet. In Greece a 
powerful Republican party demands (he crea- 
tion of a Federal Government, and the annex- 
ation of the Ottoman provinces of Epirus, 
Tliessaly, and .Macedonia, while in the mean- 
time, the Bavarian dynasty will insist upon its 
claims. Russia is understood to favor the 
federation scheme,

THE ST. ANDREW'S DINNER. 

Tho Lyceum Hall., in which the anniver- 
sary dinner of the St. Andrew's Society 
look place last Monday night, was tastefully 
decorated for the occasion with Hags ; a life- 
size portrait of n corporal of a Highland 
regiment appearing to advantage imme- 
diately over the president's chair, which win 
occupied by His Honor Chief Justice Cam. 
eron ; Messrs. J. D. Walker ami Win. Mull 
acting as croupiers. M. Sandrie and Mr. 
Digbj Palmer were in attendance, and en- 
livened the repast with music, and with ap- 
propriate aits each successive toast by their 
skiltul performance on the violin and piano- 
forte. 

" TlIK Queen" was proposed by the Chair- 
man, and was iun-t enthusiastically received. 
" God Save the Queen" was then sang, the 
first ami third solos being taken by Mr. 
Oruikshank, the second by Mr. Franklin, 
all present joining in tho choiusses, which 
wore followed by three cheers. 

•' The Prince of Wales ami the Uovai, 
Family," was then likewise proposed by 
the Chairman and heartily cheered ; the 
soul-stirring air of " Rule Britannia'' being 
played. 

The next toast—' 1 His Excellency Gov- 
ernor Douji.as" was propos id by Mr. J. 1). 
Walker and received with loud applause. 
Air " A Man's a Man/or u'lhaf." 

His Excellency, in ro<p Hiding, said that 
his greatest desire waste deserve the friend- 
ship and goodwill of his fellow subjects. It 
n-as his duty as tho representative of Htr 
.Majesty's Government in this colony to pro- | 
mole lo his utmost ability the public good, 
vet he wished to he understood, that apart 
from his duty, it would affurd him inde- I 
scribablo pleasure to advance lbs individual 1 
welfare ol the colonists. [I.oud applause.] 

His Excellency then proposed the u Sr. 
Andrew's Society ;" eulogizing the be- 
nevolent objects of tho organization, and j 
referring to the strong patriotism exhibited 
by Scotchmen, illustrated by the fact of the I 
establishment of this Society being coeyal 
with the birth of the city of Victoria. 

The music, struck up 1 Scots ivha hue" amid j 
loud applause, followed by an air upon the 
bagpipes. At the request of ihe Governor, 
ihe piper was invited lo the head ol the 
room, when the Mayor, who sat on the Chair- 
man's left hand, presented him a bun: per ol 
champagne, which he (piaffed amid pro- 
longed cheering. Tho air was resumed, and 
at its conclusion lluee cheers were lustily 
given. 

Capt. Ueid, e.\- President of the Society, 
in response, informed the company that 
three years had now elapsed since its or- 
ganization. Though it had never been rich, 
it hud never been bankrupt (applause) ; and 
by the praiseworthy oxeruotis of the officers 
and members much distress had been alle- 
viated—the living having been aided, and 
the dea<l buried by the fuiuis uf the Society. 
They had never been obliged to refuse the 
appeal of the unfortunate, and he hoped the 
new officers might carry on Ihe good work 
even more successfully, 

Mr. J. T. McKay in a few words gave 
"The Army and Navy." Drank with loud 
applause ; air, " The red, white, and blue." 

Col. Moody, iii behalf of his branch of the 
service, spoke in high terms of the soldier- 
like qualities that distinguished Ihe Seotch 
regiments of b o British army. During his 
[52 years' service lo hail passed many days 
in the different colonies, and he had observ- 
ed the same fortitude and hardihood under 
trials secure to the Scotch setllei success. 
He had only to allude lo one person present, 
hi! whose distinction they all acknowledged: 
and he could say — Lanarkshire might well 
he proud of her nurseling. When he com- 
manded ihe [loyal Engineers' Department in 
Scotland, be had traveled through every por- 
tion of the country, and such kindness had 
he received, that he might say in tiuth that 
in every county he had a home. (Loud 
applause.) 

Lieut. Com. E. Hope Verney, after al- 
luding to Ihe intimate connection of the 
navy with Vancouver Island from their 
charge of the official survey, &c, related an 
incident that occurred at the siege of Luck- 
now. He described the scene previous lo 
the assault upon the Deegurn's Palace; the 
storming parly consisting of the "Dili High- 
landers. Before, however, the appointed 
lime, or that the supports were ready, the 
gallant officer who commanded the forlorn 
hope, dashed lorward sword in hand, twenty 
yards in advance of the Tilth, which, with a 
loud huriah, followed. A lew dropping shots 
were heard, a lew shrieks of agony, and the 
brave highbinders had gained possession of the 
breach ; the Sepoyi fleeing in astonishment 
at the feats of daring p-rfonncd by the men 
without breeches. [Laughter rod applause.] 
Alter alluding to tho cordial attachment 
which hud existed throughout the campaign 
between the Tilth and the Naval Brigade, the 
speaker sat down, when the hag-pipes again 
struck up a spirited air, amid the cheers of all 
present. 

Mr. d J. Cochrane then proposed " The 
Clergy," remarking that it would be strange 
if at such a time ihe brothers ol St. Andrew 
should .omit to do honor to the ministry. seeing 
that none had done more or fullered more lliun 
they in defence ol their religion. He then in 
a most effective manner delivered the following 
lines Irom one of the must celebrated poems of 
Hums' :

from scenes like these Old Scotia's grandeur 
springs ; 

Which uiukes her lov'd at home, revered abroad.

"An honest man's tin noblest work of God I" 

The Speaker then mentioned the Chaplain 
in terms of the highest respect, asserting that 
the rolls ol the Society won il lie incomplete 
without ihe name of L)undas, which was con- 
nected so intimately with the history ol Scot- 
land. 

Tho toast was received with much appluuse. 
Air, " Vesper Hymn." 

Mr. Hondas duly responded. 

'•Tin: Legislative Council and House ov 
Assemiu.v" were proposed by Mr. ,1. (j. Shep- 
herd. Air, March from Norma." Respond- 
ed to by the Chairman and Dr. Trimble. 

Mr. W. A. G. Young next proposed " Tin: 
Mayoii and Council," and remarked that when 
he Brst arrived in the colony, where was now a 
thriving city but three houses outside ihe II. 
II. Co. 's stockade could be counted. At the 
lust annual dinner no such officials as Mayor 
and Councillors had existed, whereas now they 
might perceive a Mayor anil Corporation all 
in one. [Laughter and applause | Il was 
gratifying lor him, as a member of the Uov- 
erumeut, to ho able to say thai the Executive 
was hilly prepared to render every assistance 
in their power towards the carrying out of any 
good measures determined upon by the Coun- 
cil. He believed that so soon as the Council- 
lors had BCltlcd down to the collar ihey would 
pull harmoniously until the wheels uf the Cor- 
poration coach rolled with railroad speed ; bat 
ihey must take care to keep the wheels well 
greased. [Laughter and applause.] Chorus, 
" For they arc jolly good fellows," 

Tho Mayor returned 'thanks, stating the 
gratification afforded him by the cordial ex- 
pressions of his fellow citizens, and how he 
hoped that it t tiic expiration of his term of 
office he should stand equally high in their es- 
teem. The words just fallen from ihe Colonial 
Secretary's lips, he considered in the highest 
degree indicative of good times coining 

Capt. Ueid in a few worJs responded on be- 
half ol the Council. 

Mr. G, Cruickshnnk gave "The Rktirino 
OmcEiis." Air —Ye Flanks and JJracs. 

Capt. Ueid returned thanks, relating several 
instances of tho manner in which his own 
cllorls had been supported by the zealous 
exertions of the other officers, He then gave 
" Tin: New OmCEUS." 

Mr. .1. D. Walker responded, adverting to 
the high position occupied by the St. An- 
drew's societies in Australia and tho other 
Colonies ; saying, that whero other saint'.-' 
days were Unobserved St. Andrew's day was 
preserved as a general holiday ; even the Gov- 
ernment ofljces being closed. [Applause ] 

Dr. Tolniio then proposed " 1'iie BnoTHEBS 
or St. Andrew, wilKnEYBB they may he." 
He asked "And where are thoy net, that laud- 
able enterprise may be engaged iu ?" Ho con- 



sidered that sach a society as '.hat of St. An- 
drew's to be but the expansion ol the family 
tie. They would be glad to see likewise 
formed in' the Colony a St. George's Society, 
and a St. Patrick's Society, [Applnuse.J He 
thought it a duty by such institutions to en- 
courage in om youth a love for Ihe old country 
Hint we all so fondly remember. Air — Blue 
Bella of Scotland. 

Mr. U, W. Wallace, iu response, remarked 
thai every one must be glad to see the ad- 
dition to our population since) last year. 
[Prolonged applause.] I'hero were, how- 
ever, more ways Ihan one to procure the 
same. The wealth of Siekin and Cariboo 
were inducements to m&ny, but what were 
they to the bright eyes of — The Ladies." 
[ Loud applause.] 

Chorus — '' Here's a Health,'' tie. 

Mr. Stehhouse, who responded, deeply ap- 
preciated the boner conferred upon him, 
uud vented his lo- lings by delivering of the 
following sentiment :

During the last four yours 
they had seen Victoria grow from a hamlet 
to a flourisjiing city that bad attracted the 
attention of tho commercial eye oven of 
Great Britain. Nature had dune much for 
this sea-girt isle in furnishing those import- 
ant products, coal and iron ; and Victoria, 
with her free port system, was placed in a 
far more favorable position than San Fran- 
cisco. (Jive us but steam communication 
with England, and the line would ere Ijng 
ho extended to China ami Japan. Com- 
merce would increase; and the wealth of 
Cariboo, great as we now consider it, would 
then seem hut a drop in Ihe bucket. [ Loud 
cheers.] Air, u Th:rc's a good time coming.''
